THE BALLARD GRANDMOTHERS. 


There will not be room enough for 
all that-these—dames-wrought for us" 
To go back for a moment to sketch no 
76 in the issue for Feb. 11, you will 
find the announcement of the thirteen 
children of “Joseph Ballard and his two 
wives Elizabeth Phelps and widow Re- 


_becca Horne. The lines of family and 
_ estate from the eldest were traced in 


the story of Ballardvale, and in a 
sketch on Andover Square, April 8, 1 
tried to give some idea of the-immense 
division ot common lands that began 
to accumulate after the death of pion- 
eer William, in the family of his. son 
Ensign Joseph, whose home was near 
the site of the Public Library, as traced 
from the passing of the homestead 
from sJeremia Ballard and Mary Dane 
to widow Sarah Barker. This is now 
represented by atriangle with one elm 
sproutupon it atthe parting of the 
roads. : 

‘Josia, *Uria, "Hezekia, these men 
of mouth filling names, all ending in 


an uncomfortable h, which may be 
dropped inthe narrative shared very 


nearly alike., Uria went to the West | 


Parish section, where the fair acres of 
Nathan Clark now lie, with upland and 
meadow that swept over into Billerica 
and across to Merrimat fields. In 


‘studying his land, I found the interest- 


ing transfer of his uncle William and 
the Connecticut cousine to---widow 
Sarah Abbott, whose husband *Benja- 
min had died before half his work was 
dotié, leaving her to raise four boys. 
Grandmother Abbott had a little land 
still left ‘‘up her sleeve’’ in 1703. Bereft 
of all her early friends, her heart 
turns to, Sarah and those fatherless 
boys; and she gives the Red Spring 
meadow and the New Lott with all its 
houses and the division next to John 


’ Ballards, all with the lands of uncle 


Thomas and Nathaniel. This: is evi- 
dently the starting of the estate at the 
flolt Bridge} now held by James Ab- 
bott’s heirs. Sarah Abbott’s boys turn 
out so well that she found it easy to 
buy in 1714, the great *William Ballard 
estate for 238£, with a twenty acre 
homestead joining Francis Dane on 
one side and Joseph Ballard, Senior, 


‘in the centre of Andover, on the other. 


So opposite the old Grist Mill held by 
Joseph’s men duriny the the long years, 
lay the Red Spring meadow and our 
Indian Ridge Reservation, joined to 
Cranberry meadows up in Billerica: 
When Sarah Abbott passed this over to 
her son, the childless Samuel, he 
added , Robert Buswell and Hanna 
Tyler’s mansion by the flat rock, near 
Abraham Foster’s and Andrew Allen’s 
ditches, somewhere near the present 
beginning of our modern pipe system 
now to succeed the ancient ditch. 
*Uria Ballard hved with his neigh- 
bors across the river, but his heart 
turned to Woburn for a wife.  Eliz- 
abeth Mansur, of a line represented in 
this century by the grandmother Stev- 
ens of our Newman artist, was the 
mother of but two children ‘Uria, 
Junior, and ‘Abigail The daughter 
became the wife of Dr. Thomas Rus- 
sell, atthe head of the Uria Russell 
line in Scotland district, a daughter, 
5Abigail Russell, leading down to the

Downings, merchants of Salem, and 
their cousin, the famous Dr. Williams, 
specialist for eye diseases, ; 

‘Uria’ and Sarah Dane, Meéhitabel 
Barker’ and Lydia Danforth with one. 
boy and only three girls in the lot, set 
forth to-colonize* Wilton, N. H., and 
Fryeburg, Me. In 1763, the father and 
son agree in the transfer to Wm. Clark 
for 200£ of the property near Johnson 
and Blanchard lands around Haggett’s. 
I struggled for a long time with the 
story of a Wm, of Marblehead, who was 
one of a firm of shipwrights with debts 
and troubles in Haverhill, which pre- 
pared Wm..Clark, if he was our Wil- 
liam, for the very severe’ discipline he 
gotat the hands of Andover neighbors, 

Widow Hathorne of Salem, judicious- 
ly-handles many Andover mortgages 
and she happened to jget bold of our 
William. She turned hinrover to the 
tender mercies of a Tewksbury Foster, 
and Samuel Cummings of Topsfield, 
later one of our residents. Hanna Ab- 
bott, the spinster daughter of Jonathan 
about to be married to the man who 
took her to Maine as head of a strong 
Twitcheil line; recovered her dowry 
from William by execution upon the 
Ballard lands. They got the old pew 
in the South church that William’s son 
thought he had possession of. Finally 
after several lots had been picked off, 
William retreats to Tewksbury and lets 
Stephen Osgood.work out his redemp- 
tion. What kin he was to the young 
Abija and Thomas who were heads 
of our Andover hnes,I know not yet. 
They kept the Ballard lands down to 
date of sale of Nathan Clark's estate. 
The children of Thonias probably hold- 
ing still part of the original grant. 

To *Hezekia we must look for the 
present dynasty of the family that has 
held with loving hearts to old Andover. 
Here the seventh and eighth genera- 
tions had the only schooling that these 
mechanics and financiers felt necessary 
for equipment, and I have never found 
more interesting, alive men and women 
than these Ballard cousins. Their 
work covers the whole country and a 
great variety of production. ; 


“(Rebecca Davis, «he wife of *Hezekia 
Ballard, our blacksmith, whose shop I 
have not located unless it be on the 
hill top near the Hidden estate, was a 
Billerica girl, Her father, Joseph 
Davis, married Rebecca Patten of the 
Pattenville region. He was a Reading 
man, and in some way kin to the ances- 
tor of the Moses Stevens line of Davis. 
They were all mill men and served ap. 
prenticeship in our early Andover 
work. ‘Hanna allard married Jere- 
miah Abbott of *Nathaniel’s line in 
Billerica, and ‘Sarah took William Kid- 
der over there. This must have wor- 
ried all the Andover maidens, but the 
only brother and the heir toa good 
business was not turned from his home 
on the Shawshin, eastward or west- 
ward. He took firat the grandmother 
I wanted most, Lydia Chandler, daugh. 
ter of Ensigh John and his wife Han- 
nah Frye, of the line of the *3amuel 
and Mary (Aslebe.) Besides adding 
to his estate with the proper dowry, 
she brought into the Ballard tribe an 
army of girls for young ‘Hezekia, the 
good deacon, to provide for. (Dea- 
cons came in the Davis line.) ‘Lydia 
married Dane Holt and we have kept 
Ballard Holt, his sisters,and his chil- 
dren with Harnden, Jenkins and Hig- 
gins cousins. 


SRebecca married Dea. Zebadia Ab- 
bott, first Harvard man of his family 
in line, trader, teacher and now 
represented by our aged Joseph Abbott 
and his young grandson. ‘Lois married 
Joshua Phelps; her daughter Lois was 
the Blunt grandmother who in reckon- 
ing up her heirs awhile ago dropped 
out Mary Durant and the Bullard mu- 
sician and lawyer cousin of Cambridge. 
5Mary was head of the Henry Phelps 
line soon to be givén, ‘Sara married 
Dea. Nathan “Abbott, born in New 
Hampshire, but raised in Andover to 
supply a son for his childless uncle 
Nathan of the *Benjamin line. ‘Lucy 
went to Concord with Nathan Chand- 
ler but sent us back Lucy, wife of 
Capt. Job Abbott who fell heir to old 
Uncle Nathan's estate. ‘Hanna Bal- 
lard born 1748 died 1808, and married 
first Obadia Foster, who left her with’ 


a dower right in the house now occu- 
pied by Henry Hayward, and second 
Joshua Chandler. Philemon Chandler, 
Junior, lived with a widow Ballard. 
at first, in this ancient house and the 
second widow dying in-1808_released 
the property to Jabez MHaward, in 
whose hands we: find to-day what 
seems to be the relic of the most an- 
cient of the Ballard estates with the 
one across the valley, the estate of late 
Isaac Goldsmith heirs. 
have. been built upon, but the original 
timbers and plan of the dower rooms 
are all saved. Our Ballard grandmoth- 
ers ought to have a vote of thanks but 
it was the choice of a Chaudler wife 
that eaved the ‘thirds’ on these old 
estates. ‘Little ‘Joshua’?

John Manning. Jn 1771, ‘Hezekia and 


_-his wife Lydia sell to Thomas Manning, 
an estate of 27 acres with the home- 


stead near Asa Abbott’s and Timothy 
Ballard’s estate with outlying lands,and 
Thomas a little later buys out Joseph 
Ballard, who with his mother Hanna 
holds a homestead on the same road 
and near the Hidden estate. He sold 
to Dr.Symonds Baker at the same lime, 
the Prospect Hill pasture still held by 
our citizen George, his heir. He also 
sold to the parents of our Bible House 
Joseph Holt the Sunset Rock land to 
which they all returned when Joseph 
was a boy after a short sojourn in Al- 
bany; Me. -With them came the Jones 
relatives a little father down the road 
allied to the Ballard Blunts in the pres. 
ent line. 

*‘Hezekia then after planting the old 
estate with new people . came down 
town and bought half a house belong- 
ing to the heirs of Joseph Foster. The 
widow had married Joshua Wardwell 
then an innholder (perhaps on the Fos- 
ter Pond estate.) Hezekia secures from 
the widow Foster Wardwell and her 
new husband for 208£ the estate on 
the Boston Road (us it was called usual- 
ly at that date 1771,) known for years 
as the Ballard tavern, the old sign still 
in possession of the resident family. 
Goldsmith’s mill and Chandler’s Bridge 


are named in the transfer of this props, 


erty lying near Fosters and Martin 
Pond and famous in the Revolution. 
The family recall the tradition of the 
wooden walls lined with brick as be- 
‘onging to a*home moved there by 
Hezekia when he began business. 
*Hezekia had owned 80 acres between 
the two ponds since 1738 and his son 
*Hezekia late in life buys back 40 acres 
on the road near the Wilmington line 
and presents it to‘Joshua. There in 
1804, a younger Jones who sold the 
early estate witnesses .the transfer of 
the latest Hezekia on the land, of the 
west half of the ‘old tavern home.

The Tammany Monarchy tn New York Be- 


gins its work of Corruption... Merrily. 
Disregards the City Charter, Deposes 

Efficient Officials and Mlegally 
~~ Appoints Corrupt Ones.

who enthroned him, their first tastes of 


the corruption they knew was iuevit- 
able when they voted for the hirelings 


whom he had selected. It is true’ the 
King 18 now.1n merry England, haunt- 
ing the kitchens of English aristocracy, 
and playing the races with success. 
But what matters that! The mon- 
archy in New York goes ahead just the 
same. .The King’s dummy representa- 
tive sits in the Mayor’s chair, as the 
King said he should before the last 
election, and all the horde of minor 
officials big and litue stand ready, 
eager tools to carry out their master’s 
behests. Thus it has’ happened that a 
new and very important page has been 
entered onthe Tammany -records dur- 
ing the week. 
infamy, of gross violation’ of the city’s 
charter of competent and honorable 
offi¢ials summarily dismissed from the 
offices which they were efficiently filling; 
but all this is only the natural accom- 
paniment of monarchial, government, 
and the people have only to thank 
themselves for it. 

The inside story of intrigue resulting 
in the dismissal of the city’s Chief of 
Police aud the two Republican mem- 
bers of the bi-partisan Police Board, is 
interesting, and has a very important 
bearing on the coming State elections: 
To outsiders it is entertaining as show- 
ing the sort of rule the people of New 
York traditionally instate in power and 
under which they decided last fall to 
exist for at least four more years. Two 
essential objects prompted the political 
incidents which have attracted wide at- 
tention during the past week. Tam- 
many wished complete control of the 
Police Department, and through the 
Bureau of Elections which is a part of 
the Police Department, Mr. Croker 
wished to have rigid control of the fall 
elections. Both objects have been at- 
tained. 

Since the reform administration of 
Mayor Strong which was swept into 
office as‘a result of the famous Lexow 
investigation in 1894, the statutes 
gainst gambling, liquorselling on Sun- 
‘days, and "against various other sorts 
of vice have been stringently enforced. 
As a result of this law-keeping the 
leaders of the gambling fraternity, the 
dive keepers, and the saloon men have 
experienced four years of hard times, 
They all expected an era of prosperity 
after the. people elected Mr. Croker’s 
ticket last fall, for all the leaders of the 
sporting community are members of 
the Tammany Organization. But an 
efficient and honest Chief of Police 
balked all their p!ans. They began to 
chafe. The old Tammany braves 
realized that they must obtain abso- 
lute control of the Police Department. 


.| The city elections are held under the 


management of the Bureau of Elections 
connected with the Police Department. 
Mr. Croker saw the necessity of con- 
trolling again, as Tammany used to do, 
the elections. There are now 3,680 
election districts inthe city. —At-the 
last election a total vote of 526,000 
was cast. The vote of the State ia 1, 
087,000, so it will. be seen that the 
City’s vote is nearly 50 per cent of the 
total State vote. The returns from the 
coming fall elections must be under 
Tammany control. 

As it was, Chief of Police McCullagh 
stood like a rock against any attempts 
toward corrupting the Police force. 
Therefore King Croker decided that 
the Chief should be removed. But 
there was a serious obstacle to this. 
On the bi-partisan police board sat two 
Republicans, Thomas L. Hamilton and 


William E. Philips. Neither of these. 


two men would vote favorably upon a 
recommendation to dismiss the chief. 
There was but one way out of the di- 
tema.—The-two_Commissionevs:_ must 
be removed and their places filled by 
nominal Republicans who would 
pledge themselves to Tammany sup- 
port. Such it was difficult to find and 
Mr. Croker’s agents searched long be- 
fore they found one. (At last they 
found “Jake” Hess, a guerilla in poli- 
tics, but nominally a Republican. Af- 
ter assuring themselves that Hess 
would prove loyal to the Tammany 
monarchy, the next thing to do was to 
dismiss Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Philips 
from the police board. A convenient 
clause in the city charter provides that 
the Mayor may remove the police com- 
missioners. whenever he deems such 
action-compatible with the best inter- 
estsof the people. So Mr. Croker’s 
servant dismissed the two Republican 
Commissioners. Mr. Hamilton's place 
was filled by ‘Jake’? Hess. Mr. 
Philip’s place has not been filled, up to 
this writing. Then, with ‘an illegally 
constituted police board, composed of 
Continued on Page3.

HISTORICAL ANDOVER. 


No. Sl. 


THE BALLARD GRAND MOTHERS, 


There will not be room enough for 
all thut’ these dames wrought for us 
To go back for a moment to sketch no 
76 in the issue for Feb. 11, you will 
find the announcement of the thirteen 
children of 2Joseph Ballard and his two 
wives.Elizabeth Phelps and widow Re- 
becca Horne. The lines of family and 
estate from the eldest were traced in 
the story of Ballardvale, and in a 
sketch on Andover Square, April 8, I 
tried to give some idea of the-immense 
division ot common lands that began 
to accumulate after the death of pion- 
eer William, in the family of his son 
Ensign Joseph, whose home was near 
the site of the Public Library, as traced 
from the passing of the homestead 
from sJeremia Ballard and Mary Dane 
to widow Sarah Barker. This is now 
represented by atriangle with one elm 
sproutupon it atthe parting of the 
roads, 

*Josia, *Uria, *Hezekia, these men 
of mouth filling names, all ending in 


an uncomfortable h, which may be 
dropped in the narrative shared very 


nearly alike.» Uria went to the West 
Parish section, where the fair acres of 
Nathan Clark now lie, with upland and 
meadow that swept over into Billerica 
and across to Merrimac fields. In 
studying his land, I found the interest- 
ing transfer of his uncle William and 
the Connecticut cousins to widow 
Sarah Abbott, whose husband *Benja- 
min had died before half-his-work was 
done, leaving her to raise four boys. 
Grandmother Abbott had—a_- little land 
still left ‘‘up hersleeve’’ in 1703. Bereft 


of all her early friends, her heart 
-turns to Sarah and those fatherless 


boys; and she gives the Red Spring 
meadow and the New Lott with all its 
houses and the division next to John 
Ballards, all with the lands of uncle 
Thomas and Nathaniel. This is evi- 
dently the starting of the estate at the 
folt bridge, now held by James Ab- 
bott’s heirs. Sarah Abbott’s boys turn 
out so well that she found it easy to 
buy in 1714, the great *William Ballard 
estate for 238£, with a twenty acre 
homestead joining Francis Dane on 
one side and Joseph Ballard, Senior, 
in the centre of Andover, on the other. 
So-opposite the old Grist. Mill held by 
Joseph’s men during the the long years, 
lay the Red Spring meadow and our 
Indian Ridge Reservation, joined to 
Cranberry meadows up in Billerica. 
When Sarah Abbott passed this over to 
her son, the childless Samuel, he 
added - Robert Buswell and Hanna 
“Tyler’s mansion by the flat rock, near 
Abraham Foster’s and Andrew Allen’s 
ditches, somewhere near the present 
beginning of our modern pipe system 
now to succeed the ancient ditch. 

*Uria Ballard lived “with his neigh- 
bors across the river, but his heart 
turned ‘to Woburn for a wife. Eliz- 
abeth Mansur, of aline represented in 
this century by the grandmother Stev- 
ens of our Newman artist, was the 
mother of but two children- ‘Uria, 
Junior, and ‘Abigail The daughter 
became the wife of Dr. Thomas Rus- 
sell, atthe head of the Uria Russell 
line in Scotland district, a daughter, 
*Abigail Russell, leading down to the

Downings, merchants of Salem, and 
their cousin, the famous Dr, Williams, 
specialist for eye diseases. 

4Uria and Sarah Dane, Mehitabel 
Barker and Lydia Danforth with one 
boy and only three girls in the lot, set 
forth to colonize Wilton, N. H., and 
Fryeburg, Me. In 1763, the father and 
son agree in the transfer to Wm. Clark 
for 200£ of the property near Johnson 
and Blanchard lands around Haggett’s. 
I struggled for a long time with the 
story of a Wm. of Marblehead, who was 
one of a firm of shipwrights with debts 
and troubles in Haverhill, which pre- 
pared Wm. Clark, if he was our Wil- 
liam, for the very severe discipline he 
got atthe hands of Andover neighbors, 

Widow Hathorne of Salem, judicious- 
ly- handles many. Andover mortgages 
and she happened to. get hold of our 
William. She turned him over to the 
tender mercies of a Tewksbury Foster, 
and Samuel ,Cummings of Topsfield, 
later one of our residents. Hanna Ab- 
bott, the spinster daughter of Jonathan 
about to be married to the man who 
took her to Maine as head of a strong 
Twitche:l line, recovered her dowry 
from William by execution upon the 
Ballard lands. They got the old pew 
in the South church that William’s son 
thought he had possession of. Finally 
after several lots had been picked off, 
William retreats to Tewksbury and lets 
Stephen Osgood work out his redemp- 
tion. What kin he was to the young 
Abija and Thomas who were heads 
of our Andover lines, I know not yet. 
They kept the Ballard lands down to 
date of sale of Nathan Clark's estate. 
The children of Thomas probably hold- 
ing still part of the original grant. 


To *Hezekia we must look for the 
present dynasty of the family that has 
held with loving hearts to old Andover. 
Here the seventh and eighth genera- 
tions had the only schooling that these 
mechanics and financiers felt necessary 
for equipment, and I have never found 
more interesting, alive men and women 
than these Ballard cousins. Their 
work covers the whole country and a 
great variety of production. 


Rebecca Davis, the wife of *Hezekia 
Ballard, our blacksmith, whose shop I 
have not located unless it be on the 
hilltop near the Hidden estate, was a 
Billerica girl. Her father, Joseph 
Davis, married Rebecca Patten of the 
Pattenville region. He was a Reading 
man, and in some way kin to the ances- 
tor of the Moses Stevens line of Davis. 


They -were-all-mill-men-and-served-ap,- 


prenticeship in our early Andover 
work. *Hanna iallard married Jere- 
miah Abbott of *Nathaniel’s line in 
Billerica,\and ‘Sarah took William Kid- 
der over there, This must have wor- 
ried all the Andover maidens, but the 
only brother and the heir toa good 
business was not turned from his home 
on the Shawshin, eastward or west- 
ward. He took firat the grandmother 
I wanted most, Lydia Chandler, daugh. 
ter of Ensigh John and his wife Han- 
nah Frye, of the line of the *3amuel 
and Mary (Aslebe.) Besides adding 
to his estate with the proper dowry, 
she brought into the Ballard tribe an 
army of girls for young ‘Hezekia, the 
good deacon, to,provide for. (Dea- 
cons came in the Davis line.) *Lydia 
married Dane Holt_and we have kept 
Ballard Holt, his sisters,and his chil- 
dren with Harnden, Jenkins and Hig- 
gins cousins.

‘Rebecca married Dea. Zebadia Ab- 
bott, first Harvard man of his family 
in line, trader, teacher, and now 
represented by our aged Joseph Abbott 
and his young grandson. ‘Lois married 
Joshua Phelps; her daughter Lois was 
the Blunt grandmother who in reckon- 
ing up her heirs awhile ago dropped 
out Mary Durant and the Bullard mu- 
sician and lawyer cousin of Cambridge. 
‘Mary. was head of the Henry Phelps 
line soon to be given, ‘Sara married 
Dea. Nathan Abbott, born in New 
Hampshire, but raised in Andover to 
supply a son-for his childless uncle 
Nathan of the "Benjamin line. ‘Lucy 
went to Concord with Nathan Chand- 
ler but sent us back Lucy, wife of 
Capt. Job Abbott who fell heir to old 
Uncle Nathan's estate. ‘Hanna Bal- 
lard born 1748 died 1808, and married 
first Obadia Foster, who left her with 
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a dower right in the house now occu- 
pied by Henry, Hay ward, and second 
Joshua Chandler... Philemon Chandler, 
Junior, lived with a Widow Ballard, 
at first, in this ancient house and the 
second widow dying in 1808 released 
the property to Jabez . Haward, in 
whose hands we find to-day what 
seems to be the relic of the most an- 
cient of the Ballard estates with the 
one across the valley, the estate of late 
Isaac Goldsmith heirs. Both houses 
have been built upon, but the original 
timbers and plan of the dower rooms 
are all saved, Our Ballard grandmoth- 
ers ought to have a vote of thanks but 
it was the choice of a Chandler wife 
that eaved the thirds” on these old 
estates, ‘Little °Joshua’ says the 
Chandler Book ‘‘while rocking in a 
chair with a kernel of corn in his 
mouth died choking’’. That left broth- 
er Hezekia, Junior, to name the eldest 
‘Joshua in his memory. 

We cannot now decide the residence 
of *Hezekia and Rebecca. 1t seems 
ho vever, from the bequest to her of a 
room in ‘‘my present house’? that the 
family were already settled in the 
house now owned by the heirs of Rev. 
John Manning. In 1771, ‘Hezekia and 
his wife Lydia sell to Thomas Manning, 
an estate ot 27 acres. with the home- 
stead-near Asa Abbott’s-and- Timothy 
Ballard’s estate with outlying lands,and 
Thomas a little later buys out Joseph 
Ballard, who with his ‘mother Hanna 
holds a homestead on the same road 
and near the Hidden estate. He sold 
to Dr.Symonds Baker at the same lime, 
the Prospect Hill pasture still held? by 
our citizen George, his heir. He also 
sold to the parents of our Bible House 
Joseph Holt the Sunset Rock land to 
which they all returned when Joseph 
was a boy after a short sojourn in Al- 
bany, Me. With them came the Jones 
relatives a little father down the road 
allied to the Ballard Blunts in the pres. 
ent line. 

*‘Hezekia then after planting the old 
estate with new people. came down 
town and bought half a house belong- 
ing to the heirs of Joseph Foster. The 
widow had married Joshua Wardwell 
then an innholder (perhaps on the Fos- 
ter Pond estate.) Hezekia secures from 
the widow Foster Wardwell and her 
new husband for 208£ the estate on 
the Boston Road (xs it was called usual- 
ly at that date-1771,)-known: for years 
as the Ballard tavern, the old sign still 
in possession of the resident family, 
Goldsmith’s mill and Chandler’s Bridge 
are named in the transfér of this prop: 
erty lying near Fosters and Martins 
Pond and famous in the Revolution’ 
The family recall the tradition of the 
wooden walls lined with brick as be- 
‘onging to a home moved there by 
Hezekia when be began business. 
*Hezekia had owned 80 acres between 
the two ponds since 17388 and his son 
*‘Hezekia late in life buys back 40 acres 
on the road ‘near the Wilmington line 
and presents it to Joshua. There in 
1804, ayounger Jones who sold the 
early estate witnesses the transfer of 
the latest Hezekia on the land, of the 
west half of the old tavern home. 
There Phebe Abbott passed the first 
quiet days-of her motherhood. The 


‘Gayton, and ‘Stephen trained on our 


to manage such beginnings as John 
Marland’s delaine mill could furnish 
for grown-talent. They carried their 


knowledge to Hookset_ manufacture. of 
delaine and cotton. The Southbridge 


Hamilton Woolen Co. owe success to 
their pulls. Joshua and Stephen go 
from ship timber to wool sorting with- 
out a break and end in old age with 
leather and rubber belting and intenor 
mouldings for such homes as Lewis: is 
building in the old Ballard neighbor 
hood. The family of Phebe and Her- 
man Phelps Chandler with the pathetic 
war story of .young Abbott Ballard 
Chandler dying at 17 in the N, Y. 
Cavalry service in Maryland, is only 
one of those in the long line who did 
not seek war like Grandmother Frye’s 
children but gave all when the call 
came for help, he 


I wish here to mention the success 
of the grandchildren of ‘Sara Ballard 
and Nathan Abbott. In direct line, 


of Capt. ‘Jobs double line of Ballard. 
The sons of ‘Nathan Abbott. were rail- 
road men and skilful workers in cabi- 
net and machine work 1n the car shops. 
George H. Morrill and sons are the 
Printing Ink manufacturers of along 
line of Abbott students and farmers, 
while the Dexter Woolen Mills founded 
by *Amos Abbott and brothers began 
here and are still doing fine work there 
show the bend of the last two genera- 
tions. 

No seeking for office, no longing for 
scientific knowledge appears to divert 
these later Abbott descendants from 
the swing the Ballard grandmothers 
gave them to a new track. But for 
financial integrity, sound judgement, 
ability to get work done without fric- 
tion, rare inventive and mechanical 
genius, the Ballards as represented by 
«Mary and her brothers and-those Ab- 
bott and Holt cousins of the kin, stand 
second to no other line. In the “roots”? 
hid among our old stones are many 
things worth looking up, and I know no 
more fascinating work than the follow 
ing of the Great Division of Joseph 
Ballard which ‘holds a large part of our 
town history. ;

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KING CROKER’S REIGN. 


The Tammany Monarchy in New York Be- 
gins its work of Corruption. Merrily 
Disregardsthe City Charter, Deposes 
Efficient Officials and Ilegally 
Appoints Corrupt Ones: 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN.] 

New York, May 25, 1898, 

King Croker is beginning to assert 
the rights of his despotism. Within 
the past week he has given the people 
who enthroned him, their first tastes of 
the corruption they knew was inevit- 
able when they voted forthe hirelings 
whom he had selected, It is true the 
King 1s nowin merry England, haunt. 
ing the kitchens of English aristocracy, 
and playing the races with success, 
But what matters that! The gon- 
archy in New York goes ahead just the 
same. The King’s dummy representa- 
tive sits in the Mayor's chair, as the 
King said he should before the last 
election, and all the horde of minor 
officials big and lite stand ready, 
eager tools to carry out their master’s 
behests. Thus it has happened thata 
new and very important page has been 
entered onthe Tammany records dur- 
ing the week. It isa record of brazen 


infamy, of gross violation of the city’s- 


charter of competent and honorable 
officials summarily dismissed from the 
oflices which they were efliciently filling; 
but all this is only the natural accom- 
paniment of monarchial government, 
and the people. have only to thank 
themselves for it. 

The inside story of intrigue resulting 
in the dismissal of the city’s Chief of 
Police aud the two Republican mem- 
bers of the bi-partisan Police. Board, is 
interesting, and has a very important 
bearing on the coming State elections: 
To outsiders it is entertaining as show- 
ing the sort of rule the people of New 
York traditionally instate in power‘and 
under which they decided last fall to 
exist for at least four more years. Two 
essential objects prompted the political 
incidents which have attracted wide at- 
tention during the past week. Tam- 
many wished complete control of the 
Police Department, and through the 
Bureau of Elections which is a part of 
the Police Deparingat, Ir Croker 
wished to have rigid cont?sl of the fall 
elections. Both objects have been at- 
tained. 

Since the reform administration of 
Mayor Strong which was swept into 
office as aresult of the famous Lexow 
investigation in 184, the — statutes 
against gambling, liquorselling on Sun- 
days, and against various other sorts 
of vice have been stringently enforced. 
As _ a result of this law-keeping the 
leaders of the gambling fraternity, the 
dive keepers, and the saloon men-have 


experienced four years of hard _ times. 


They all expected an era of prosperity 
after the people elected Mr. Croker’s 
ticket last fall, for all the leaders of the 
sporting community are members of 
the Tammany Organization. But an 
efficient and honest Chief of Police 
balked all their p!ans. They began to 
chafe. The old Tammany braves 
realized that’ they must obtain abso- 
lute control of the Police Department. 
The city elections are held under the 
management of the Bureau of Elections 
connected with the Police Department. 
Mr. Croker saw the necessity of con- 
trolling again, as Tammany used to do, 
the elections. There are now 3,680 
election-districts-in-the-.city.—At-the

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INSTALLED IN CHELSEA. 


Rev. Robert A,MacFadden Formally made 
Pastor of the Central Congregational 
Church, ) 


The Chelsea Gazette of to-day will give 
a most interesting story-of the installa- 
tion of Rev. R.A MacFadden as pastor 
of the Central Church in Chelsea, We 
can publish only a portion of the three 
columns which they have of this event, 
but the following abstracts demand a 
place in the TownsMAN almost as much 
as they do in the columns of our Chelsea 
contemporary. 

The two parts taken by Andover gen- 
tlemen are referred to as follows: 


The Installing Prayer. 


The installing prayer was made by Rev. 
J.W Churchill of Andover. He stood 
in the pulpit, while beside him knelt the 
pastor-elect. Professor Churchill thanked 
God that the hearts of the people of the 
church had been united in the choice of 
aleader. He prayed that the trnth of 
Christ might.be the central object of his 
life and service, and that the Bible might 
grow inereasingly precious to him; that 

e might be made a true son of consola- 
tion to guard and guide; to enable him to 
speak the word of Christ in the right 
tone, in =r spocrety and helpful sym- 

athy; that little children might run to 
him with delight; that the sick chamber 
might grow brighter because of ‘his pres- 
ence. He prayed that the people might 
have contidence in him and uphold him, 
and respond _to his appeals for Christian 
service and Christian philanthropy; that 
the new Christian home established there 
be a center of peace; that the-life of the 
church mniget be quickened by the new 
force entering into it and to help extend 
the reign of the Prince of Peace. 


The Charge to the Pastor. 


Rev. Dr. Bancroft ascended the pulpit 
while Mr. MacFadden arose in the pew 
on the floor. The venerable principal 
who. delivered the charge to Mr. Mac- 
Fadden when he was ordained to the 
ministry filled that part of the program 
at Mr, MacFadden’s -second installation. 
He spoke of the background of memory 
at the first service, of their first meeting 
in the Eternal City seven years before, of 
travels in Bible lands, followed by friend- 
ship and correspondence, and then by 
three years of daily and hallowed fellow- 
“But in 
the foreground we dwelt.on the majesty 
of law, and of the great work of the 
church of the living God of the precious 
hopes of our immortality, and now after 
two years of ministry, with increased re- 
sponsibilities, I speak again. After your 
service you come not with a changed 
view, but witha deeper view. 1 charge 
qe to keep your sympathies large and 
ull and strong. You belong to the fel- 
lowship not only of the 700 who worship 
here, but to all who love the Lord. You 
cannot confine your work and sympathies 
tothe single parish. There are others 
not of this fold whom you are to bri 
to your Master. Greece, Armenia an 
Cuba are as near to day to this parish 
as are thosé across the Mystic and the 
Charles. Your field is the world. In- 
terest P perigee in all things of the church 
of God and the welfare of his people and 
with the larger aspects of Christian work. 
Details you, must regard, but take them 
as details. Task you to be a Christian 
minister. Bear in mind whose you are. 
You are to be pastor of. this Rie. 
Preach strong sermons. Come seg this 
ministry with a good deal of modesty, 
confidence and cheerfulness, You will 
have hearty welcome; give back confi- 
dence and love. Work 


your very best, expecting the blessing of 
God. Letitbe a thoughtful, prayerful 
ministry. Go forward boldly, faithfully, 
carefully, and you shall have the abun- 
dant reward.” °

Early this month, by invitation of Gov- 
ernor Wolcott, a large number of gentle- 
men met in the Executive Council cham- 
berat the State House, and orga 
the ‘Massachusetts Volunteer Aid As- 
sociation”. Among those present were 
Bishop Lawrence, Rev. George A. Gordon 
Rev, E. E. Hale, Rt. Rev. J. J. Williams 
(by Vicar W. Byrne), A, S. Johnson of 
theY. M. C. A,, President Baldwin, of 
the Y. M. C. U., Gen. P. A, Collins; Gen, 
F. H. Appleton, Hon. E. §.. Draper vn Ee 
W. Hooper, Treasurer of Harvard ollege, 
Col. H. L. Higginson (Lee, Higginson & 
Co.) Ex-Surgeon-General Burrill, Wm, 
Endicott, Lo Governors Boutwell and 
Brackett, Winslow Warren, Geo. H. Ly- 
man, the Speaker of the House, the Pres- 
idents of the Associated Charities, State 
Board of Trade, the Senate of Massachu- 
setts. Im accordance with the constitu- 
tion adopted by the meeting, the Gover- 
nor appointed an Executive Committee 
often. The pty of the association 
istoassist **the civil and military authori- 
ties in furnishing supplies and relief to 
the men of the army and navy during the 
war with Spain”, H. L. Higginson was 
chosen. Treasurer. . 

The officers of the Association subse- 
quently called together, at the State 
House, representatives of various .wo- 
men’s Organizations. More .than one 
hundred representatives-were in attend- 
ance. It was stated that the Associa- 
tion’s committee deemed it wise to secure 
auxiliary associations throughout the 
State; also that a representative would 
proceed at once to Tampa to ascertain 
what is needed, and-that.a hospital ship 
is proposed. : . 

The Andover Soldiers’ Aid Society was 
organized. the day after the formation of 
the Massachusetts Volunteer Aid As- 
sociation, Its constitution is published 
in this issue of the TowNnsMaN; in 
thenumber for May 6th may be found 
the names of its officers. It proposes to 
carefor those who belong to Andover 
families, so far as needed, and to work 
through the Volunteer Aid Society of 
Massachusetts, “Membership in the So- 
ciety is open to any — contributing 
not 5 fn an twenty-five cents quarterly.” 
Mrs. William Marland is Secretary and 
Treasurer. 


Ihave been asked to write an “appeal” 
forthe work thus undertaken. The re- 
quest comes close upon the TowNsMAN’s 
time of publication. But little, however, 
if anything, needs be said beyond the 
facts already stated. The local commit- 
tee is made up of persons already chosen 
by our leading charitable and patriotic 
organizations as their presidents, with a 
few others also well known for their wis- 
dom and zeal in every good work. The 
method of procedure is simple, direct, 
practical, and gives all needed assurance 
that whatever is bestowed will be intelli- 
gently and effectively used to fulfill its 
beneficent intent. 


‘Why may not every family in Andover, 
without exception, be represented on the 
roll of this our own Soldiers’ Aid Society? 
What could more fitly express and in ex- 
. pressing. bring to..fuller. realization, our 
common _ citizenship and_ fellowship? 
What-better testify to those who brave 
perils for our sake|that they stand for a 
good beyond anything merely private or 
individual, and that they are remem- 
bered? , 

Yet more urgently -would I press the 
importance of promptness in joining the 
Society. ‘‘At Gettysburg hundreds of 
lives Were saved becuuse the battle was 
anticipated; andthe’sanitary commission 
had its supplies on the field before the 
battle began.” A ‘Massachusetts hospi- 
tal ship’’ cannot be extemporized, nor 
relief for those on land exposed to cli- 
matic distempers. ‘The, war, we all hope, 
will be short, but in any event prepara- 
tion should anticipate exposures. Even 
if peace with Spain be gained quickly, 
there will probably be work for our sol- 
diers, in unfriendly climes, for months to 
come, 

I cannot but recall the spirit of sacrifice 
which animated the women of this coun- 
tryin the Jast war, and the wonderful 

ministrative and exécutive energies 
which were elicited. War is savagery; 
bat it also may summon fourth and foster 
what is noblest in manhood or womap- 
hood. Happy are those who can see in 
itsopportunities how to bring good out of 
evil, and who fail not to hear amid its 
din and tumult the call for charity and 
ministry. |
